Stereo in the Studio 


By Dr. Kenneth S. Tydings 








Through this department we hope to awaken 
professionals to the importance of stereo pho- 
tography as a profitable sideline if not a major 
field. This column will be devoted to stereo 
equipment, technique and marketing possibil- 
ities. Correspondence and questions are invited. 











“WHY DIDN'T | think of it myself?’ will be a question 
that most stereographers will ask themselves after read 
ing about, or seeing, the new Taylor stereo table pro 
jection viewer. While this column must maintain a 
neutral attitude with respect to various makes of 
stereo equipment and accessories, we conceive it to 
be our responsibility to keep the reader informed of 
what is new and, where a product assumes leadership 
by being first in its field or offering some genuinely 
new development, to describe it in some detail 

Thus we devoted an early column to the Stereo 
Realist camera, just as we shall do in coming issues 
with respect to other stereo cameras now entering the 
market, some of domestic origin and some of them 
imported. The Taylor stereo table viewer is such a 
departure from what has been available to date that 
it warrants specific attention because of the way in 
which, at one swoop, it broadens the whole use of 
stereo. More portable than even most motion picture 
slide projectors which are now carried by salesmen, it 
permits as many as 10 or more people to view a stereo 
at one time. No longer is the salesman hampered in 
his flow of talk while the prospect looks at a stereo 
through the customary individual viewer. With the 
stereo on the screen which is part of the viewer, for 
both to see at once, the salesman can point to this or 
that and definitely register his arguments. The Taylor

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Driving downtown ona recent evening I was brought to as much of a halt 
as traffic would permit \when I saw a commercial photographer taking a time 
exposure of an illuminated show window. He was uSing the top of his car as & 
camera Stand. Like so many modern sedans and coupes, the car was low-slung 
and to make it easier the cameraman was a reasonably tall individual. Appar- 
ently he was using a blanket or heavy cloth to compensate for the curvature 
of the top and give hima level surface for the camera. This was on the top, 
on the street side of the car which was parked at the curb, and he, standing 
in the street, was manipulating the camera without difficulty. It certain- 
ly had one advantage over a tripod because people passing the show window on 
the sidewalk were quite unaware of what he was doing. The idea was a new one 
to me. 





Industrial photographers, and metallurgists in particular, may find a 
helpful suggestion in this, which\is the gist of anarticle ina recent issue 
of a British publication. The trickof binding a negative and positive to- 
gether, just fractionally out of register, to produce a print with a decided 
bas-relief effect, is nothing new. The author's Suggestion was that the 
method be adapted for photographs of grain in steel forgings and the like. 
Two illustrations, accompanying the article, were truly startling proof of 
its value. For best results, Says the \author, "the original negative must 
possess a greater tone-range from its cleareSt to its densest portions, than 
the positive, otherwise the two in combination would be almost flat... 
The positive is made by contact, on a commercial ortho plate for prefer- 
ence, exposure and development being adjusted to produce a fairly low con- 
trast, with the highlights absolutely clear... Owing to the minute degree 
of the off-setting required, backed plates are better than films for both 
negatives and positives." 





It's high time for the portrait photographer to be thinking about his 
Easter advertising campaign, which reminds me that those who are on good 
terms with their local newSpapers, and happen to have a suitable negative 
in their files, can end such a campaign with a bit of smash publicity which 
will be remembered for quite a few months. The average newspaper editor, 
and especially those in the smaller cities, will welcome an appropriate 
Easter illustration which he can feature on his front page on Easter Sunday 
or -- lacking a Sunday edition -- the Saturday before. Look over your files 
and see what you have that may be suitable or -- lacking anything -- find an 
appropriate model and make some special shots: a child kneeling in prayer, or 
looking at a cross, or before a churen altar, or holding a lighted candle or 
an Easter lily (to mention a few). Make up some good glossies and show them 
to the editor. If one strikes his fancy be sure to get a signed release from 
the child's parents; they will usually be only too flattered. zeli ‘the 
sditor frankly that in return for the use of the print you expect a prominent 
credit line. We have seen quite a few such Easter pageS in past years, but 
not nearly as many as should appear annually.

One 
is the fact that a dog picture creates interest 
and attention far out of proportion to its 
mere value as a piece of good photography. 
A “‘cute’’ photograph of a dog in a display 
window will stop more people than a very 
fancy job of human portraiture. Two, it (the 
dog sitting) is an easy thing to process. 
There’s no proof retouching, and — with the 
exception of the “show” type of dog photo- 
graph — no retouching at all. When one 
considers the man-hours spent on fixing up 
proofs with retouching pencil and spotting 
brush, plus the finicky work on the final 
order, this is‘no small matter. A set of proofs 
of a dog is a relatively easy thing to sell. 
One encounters none of the false modesty 
that often holds an individual back from 
ordering large numbers of pictures to send 
around to people. There’s also no trouble 
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with the usual ungallant way the camera 
portrays a weathered matron’s wrinkles. A 
pooch has no wrinkles (barring the bulldog 
where they are considered becoming) and 
no double chins to worry about. 

A portrait of a person is usually of no 
value to anyone except his family and 
friends, or as the sales brochures put it — 
his ‘loved ones.’’ An appealing dog photo 
graph, on the other hand, has a definite 
market for advertising illustration, calendars, 
and cover use. 

In the matter of publicity it is much 
easier to break into print when you are talk 
ing about dog pictures. Since going into dog 


photography full time we have been getting

Let 
us assume that a customer has asked you 
to photograph his dog. What can we say 
here that might be of help? 
First let us divide the sitting into one of 
two categories, a house-pet or a show 
dog. The owner of the former is gener- 
“cute”’ 


ally satisfied with pictures: the 


dog cocking his head or, if a small 
breed, sitting in a high chair, or if a 
pup, a bassinet. Procedure here is just 
about the same as in handling a small 
child. The dog may be a little more 
difficult, but at least he won't pucker 
up and cry. To get the dog's attention 
throw a magazine in the air, bounce a 
ball, in front of his 
nose, or if you can, bark. Without any

false modesty we can state that we bark 
very well. 
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“Lam not now, and never have been, a 
member of the Communist Party.” 


In general, have the dog sit down — 
his owner nearly always can get him to do 
this —- and take poses of him much as you 
would of c person. Take one looking into the 
camera, another looking to one side, a pro- 
file, etc. When working with large male dogs 
have the dog turned well away from the 
camera as the lens has a way of overempha- 
sizing the lad’s virility. 

For lighting | have found that having 
the main light a little flatter than forty-five 
degrees seems to work out best. For’ white 
dogs a black background, back-lighting the 
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edges with spots, is very effective. Any type 
of lighting equipment will do, but speedlight, 
with its coolness and short exposure, is obvi- 
ously advantageous. 

The show dog is a toughie. If his owner 
wants the picture for a stud card or cata- 
logue you are up against one of the fussiest 
jobs you‘ve ever tackled. If you can, find 
the name of the breed ahead of time and 
read up a little about it in the library. A ser- 
ious show dog owner looks upon anyone 
ignorant of the dog world as being in the 
same class as a person who signs his name 
with an X. It’s also helpful if you can learn 
some of their lingo. An arched back is said 
to be “‘roached,’’ a squarish dog is termed 
“blocky,’’ a pointed face ‘'snipy,’’ and if you 
should ever photograph an English Bulldog 
and tell its owner that he has a ‘nice wrink- 
ling’’ a look will come into the owner's eyes 
that will gladden your heart on proof-showing 
day.

picture nearly all rules have been broken. 

The matter of proper focus is one and in this case, 
while the eyes and chin are sharply focused, the nose 
is badly out and distorts the whole face. Next the 
lighting — sadly out of balance. While there is fine 
skin texture and good modeling in the highlights, the 
shadow side is much too deep and the spot, while it 
has brought out the hair and given the print depth 
should have been shielded so as not to strike the ear 
There the highlights at top and bottom, contrasted 
against the deep shadow, make the ear much too 
prominent. 

Speaking of the lighting, the main source was too 
close, causing bags under both eyes and a deep pocket 
in the sitter’s left eye. The fill-in light was too low and 


too far away from the subject to produce the necessary 


roundness. Had the main source been three or four 
feet farther back and closer to the camera it would 
have corrected the difficulty with the eyes while if the 
fill-in had been higher and a bit stronger it would 
have eliminated the angular appearance of the cheek 

Next the pose. While this sort of thing is popular 
today it does not add strength to the subject because 
body and head tip in the same direction. Here we 
have a powerful young man, perhaps an_ athlete 
because of his garb and the perspiration on his face. 
Yet the careless handling of the Mackinaw, permitted 
to ride far up on his right shoulder and pulled away 
from the neck on left shoulder (so that the spot makes 
the neck look much too thick) has distorted his figure 
and made him look almost hunchbacked. 

The negative appears to have been over-developed 
which is probably why the shadows have printed so 
deeply. The print is well timed and developed and 
the tone values are fine. What's more, with all we 
have said about it, this is the type of portrait which 
when it is turned down at a convention exhibit, causes 
the maker to complain wrathfully that “the sitter liked 
it, and it sold.”

THREE PROFITABLE FIELDS 


By Russell C. Hanson 


MOST ARTICLES appearing in photographic magazines 
deal with big 
handle large advertising accounts, 


dollars invested in equipment, and whose whole set-up 


successful, name photographers who 


have thousands of 
is way out of reach for most of us. But, while it makes 
for enjoyable reading, the small studio photographer, 
and there are thousands all around the country, finds 
little that will help him improve his lot. 


If my own experience is any criterion, they need 


such information now, especially if they are located 
in, or nearby, any large city like Chicago 

Perhaps my community is not representative of 
the majority, and the detrimental conditions discussed 
here may seem extreme to some. However, I’m sure all 
will agree that price-cutting and increased competition 
both from within and from outside interests have ser 
iously hurt the small studio operator 


mostly of children, 


Home and studio 


portraiture, and wedding photo 
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The 


graphy are the mainstays of many studios and yet 
they too are losing ground as highly profitable sources 
of income. 

As to children’s portraits, I’m sure nearly all 
studios have to meet the problem of the traveling 
kidnap photographers. These generally spread out from 
the larger cities as soon as school vacations start. First 
comes the coupon salesman, then the cameraman, and 
last but certainly not least, the proof-passer. He is 
perhaps the most important cog in the whole set-up. 
A good proof-passer spells the difference between 
profit and loss for the entire venture. 

The housewife is certainly tempted by the usual 
$1.00 or $2.00 coupon charge for one large portrait 
Not many local studios can hope to meet this price 
and stay in business. What the housewife actually 
ends by buying depends on the salesmanship of the 
proof-passer and usually it adds up to much more 
than she had originally planned to spend. About the 
only answer to this problem seems to be to start a 
similar program of your own, provided you can obtain 
the services of a competent proof-passer. 

With regards to wedding portraits and candid 
albums, they are still the most sought-after business by 
many studios. However, unless you and other photo 
graphers in your community hold to similar prices 
even this can become unprofitable. The charge for 
8x10 candid albums generally runs around $40.00 to 
$45.00 in most small studios, and yet in some com 
munities prices are based on what the other fellow 
charges and then going below that. This is followed 
up by give-away deals offering the bride-to-be a free 
engagement picture, sometimes a free wedding portrait, 
free “Thank you” cards, and voice recordings of the 
wedding ceremony. With this condition prevalent in 
any city or town it is difficult to imagine that anyone 
can successfully operate a small studio for long 

This may seem quite extreme but wherever such a 
condition begins to manifest itself the local photo 
grapher must stop and take stock of his own operations 
to see in which direction he is heading. Sooner or 
later the condition may right itself but in the mean 
time he had better start looking into other phases of 
photography not heretofore considered a part of the 
usual small studio operation 

Have you investigated the business possibilities of 
stereo tri-dimensional photography which | am happy 
to see is now getting the attention it deserves in Dr 
Tydings’ column “Stereo in the Studio” in this maga 
zine. Believe me, I'm grateful for it because it certainly 
gave my business a needed shot in the arm 

Stereo photography enabled me to step into fairly 
large commercial jobs. Recently | completed an assign 


ment covering about 1,100 tri-dimensional color shots 


for a commercial account. Here the amount of equip 


ment needed was kept at a minimum. Using only a 
Stereo Realist camera, tripod, detachable flashgun, 228 
and 50B flash bulbs, and of course 35mm color film, 
a satisfactory job was turned out. By employing the 


open flash technique on practically all shots, including 
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factory over-all scenes and assembly lines, the work 
was carried on without the fuss and disturbance of 
complicated light arrangements during factory working 
hours. Also, no assistants were needed, which kept 
costs down considerably. 

After devoting a little time to experimenting for 
correct exposures under various existing light conditions 
you will even surprise yourself at what can be accom 
plished. The company which ordered this last tri-dimen- 
sional job plans to send a complete kit made up of a 
viewer, glass-mounted stereo slides, and carrying case 
to each foreign representative of theirs. Language is no 
barrier here. Prospective customers throughout the 
world will be able to see the company’s large factories 
back in the United States, the various steps undertaken 
to turn out a finished product, and best of all what 
the product can do. The realism and compactness of 
stereo sales kits as against the inconvenience and ex 
pense involved in using motion pictures was the decid 
ing factor that made this company choose stereos to 
aid their foreign sales outlets. 

By working with your photo supplier on a percen 
tage basis it is possible to provide your accounts with 
all the materials necessary to make up these kits 
Future business from each account is assured because 
these sales kits should have newer slides of various 
changes in production models from time to time. In 
summing up this particular phase of photography, it 
has been very helpful to me and should be to any 
photographer who is ready to delve into this modern 
sales stimulant 

I've also found that dealers in kitchen equipment 
are another good source of photographic revenue. As 
a rule the manufacturer patronizes the big name 
photographers for various reasons. The dealers in each 
community however, need shots of their own kitchen 
installations around town. These prints are used for 
their advertising purposes and occasionally find their 
way into the manufacturer's nation-wide advertising 
program. While the print becomes the property of the 
dealer, a little prestige goes along with having some 
of your work appearing in larger newspapers and 
magazines. For instance, two of my kitchen shots ap 
peared in a recent issue of the Chicago Tribune and, 
while | was not entitled to any extra remuneration, 
it's possible that future business may profit to some 
degree from even this small recognition. 

Dealers like to have glossy black-and-white prints, 
sometimes color transparencies, stereo color slides, or 
regular 35mm slides for projection as selling aids for 
their salesmen. The equipment I’ve come to use on 
most assignments is made up of a 5x7 view camera 
with swing backs, a wide angle lens (Even with this 
| am always backed up against the rear wall trying to 
include as much of the cabinets as possible), two 20” 
reflectors with 1,000-watt, 3,200 K. lamps, and two 
smaller reflectors using 500-watt, 3,200 K. floods. The 
larger reflectors give a wide even spread of light that 
really fills most kitchens. Occasionally a shaded area 


needs brightening up and the smaller reflectors are 





used. 

By using color corrected lamps for all shots | can 
switch from black-and-white to color film quickly. The 
black-and-white turns out satisfactorily and, because the 
kitchen shots are made in private homes, it is best not 
to take up too much time getting the required photo 
graphs.

“hot spots.” 

Another outlet for a photographer's talent is in 
the Kodachrome postcard and resort folder field. Don’t 
pooh-pooh this last suggestion. It not only brings in 
the photographs required but from the 
engraving and printing end as well.

EXTRA SERVICE FROM YOUR AUTOFOCUS 
ENLARGER 


BY ARTHUR ROBESON STEDDOM, XENIA, OHIO 


To make a full 16x20 print from a 4x5 negative on an 
Eastman autofocus enlarger, reverse the standard on the 
base, place the paper support about 41" or 5” lower 
than the top of the base, and take up the slack in 
the mechanism by pushing up on the lens board and 
locking it in the raised position. A little experimenting 
will disclose the exact level at which the paper should 
be placed. Be sure to place an extra weight on the 
base to avoid an accident because the abnormal! posi 
tion changes the balance of the equipment and without 
an extra weight the entire machine is very likely to 
topple over. On occasion when you want to make a 
size of print larger than you con produce by contact 
but smaller than the smallest enlargement your enlarger 
build a lens extension box about 2” deep 
to fit in place of the lens board, to hold the lens at 
a lower level.
